John Germanakos, aged 25 years,

5 Brooks street at about 9.SO o'clock 
on the night of March 16th of the cur- 
rent year and died later at tho Lowell 
hospital. 


Michael Pachlouros, aged1 22, was 


placed under arrest shortly after the 
shooting and Mary Louckos, aged 
IS 


years, was held as a witness. 
Nicholas 


Paparos, who it is alleged, was present 
nr.d took part in the shooting affray, 
made good his escape and his where- 
abouts is unknown to the police. 


It is alleged that the dead man was 


infatuated with Mary 
Louckos 
and 


wanted her to marry him, 
but 
her 


brother and two cousins. Pachionros 
and Paparos, objected, and Germanakos 
was ordered out of the house on many 
occasions. He was persistent and his 
attentions to the girl resulted in his 
death; It Is said. 


When questioned by the police after 


his arrest, PachiouroE .said that when 
lie entered the house in Brooks street 
on tho night of the shooting he found 
Paparos and Germanakos struggling in 
a room. He said he tried to separate 
the two men and while trying to do so 
a revolver was tired twice and Ger- 
manakos with blood flowing from two 
wounds, ran from the house. 


The day following the shooting Wil- 


liam Louckos, a brother of Mary, In- 
formed a representative of The Sun 
that according to the Greek custom 
the male members .of the family look 
after the interests of the female mem- 
bers, and that if there was any formal 
proposal made he should have been 
notified as he is the closest relative to 
the girl in this country and his consent 
would have to he forthcoming- before 
a marriage could have been performed. 


He admitted that Germannkos made 


a proposal and was rejected by his sis- 
ter and that when the man persisted 
she throw a glass of water in his face 
and ordered him out of the house. 


The above incident happened several 


days prior to the shooting.

It should be understood, of course, that 
as) soon as the several members of the park board complete their present 
terms of office the vacancies will he filled by the municipal council. There 
is nothing objectionable in this action as it is undoubtedly Intended to pro- 
tect the department against hasty action rather than to protect the mem- 
bers of the commission. 


It has been stated that this charter would centralize power in a very

That is the great difference, and it is a mistake to 
assume that because the board has but five members they can do as they 
please. The citizens have the power to remove them at will, to compel them 
to adopt any measure that is demanded by the people and to reject any 
measure that the board may adopt. 


Much has also been said about a provision for emergency meetings to 


be called with six hours' notice. 
It should be plain to everybody that a 


board of this kind should have some provision to meet emergencies. Suppose 
some great calamity befel the city, and the municipal hoard must take 
action, would it be proper to wait until the regular time of meeting or to 
delay more than six hours without taking action? Should the commission 
imitate Nero, who fiddled while Rome burned?

It should be plain t| everybody that a 
board of this kind should have some provision to meet emergencies. Suppose 
some great calamity befel the city, and the municipal hoard must

fiction, would it be proper to wait until the regular time of meeting or to 
'delay more than six hours without taking action? 
Should the commission

while the city or the people suffered from some calamity? 
No secret meet- 


ing can be held and no sane man can object.to an arrangement for a hasty 
meeting when the occasion demands it. The records of the meeting are to 


published, and it is utterly absurd to assume that the commission could 


take any action to injure the city because such action cannot take effect 


if the people object. 


Still another objection is made in regard to the fact that the charter 


makes it permissible for a member of the commission to have a contract 
with the city provided he shall have no part in awarding the contract.

This charter question is the most important local issue that has come 


up for settlement by the people of this city in the last twenty-flva years. If 
it be defeated then our city will either remain at a standstill or go backward 
and downward perhaps until it arrives at the condition in which Lawrence 
finds herself today. Who xvants thai eventuality as a result of obstinacy 
in holding to an antiquated charter? 
For the past ten years we have been 


going in that direction. Without a new charter what is to stop our course 
on the downward path ? 


But let the charter be adopted and a business and building boom will 


soon be started that will add $10,000,000 in new buildings to our real estate 
in a few years, that will give employment to thousands who have been kept 
in idleness through needless inactivity resulting in part from the political 
deadlocks at city hall. 
VJith proper management new industries can be 


induced to come here that in fifteen years will increase our population to 
150,000. That is the goal Lowell can easily attain with the right kind of 
government despite the vaporings of those who oppose the new charter 
because it will mar the political fortunes 
of 
present and prospective 


office-holders. 


It was Justice Marshal! who said that the power to tax is the power 


to destroy. The present charter gives the city council the power to tax but 
gives the people no power to stop the worst scheme that can he devised to 
rob the taxpayers. But under the new charter the people will have the 
power to protect themselves against any raid upon the treasury that is not 
calculated to promote the public -welfare. 


The taxpayers under such a charter will have greater confidence in 


the future of our city: they will be more ready to expend money in building 
and other enterprises, and they will not object to large expenditures under 
a system that will show satisfactory results for the amount expended. 


We predict that the democrats and labor unions of Lowell, like those of 


the other cities that have adopted this charter, will become its most ardent 
supporters after they shall have become acquainted with Its workings and 
convinced of the fact that it is the most democratic charter ever devised 
by man.

Tomorrow at the polls the voters of Lowell will have an opportunity to 


decide whether they want to adopt a new charter that will give them bettei 
city government than they have at present. Upon the merits of the chartei 
there is a difference of opinion in spite of the fact that practically every city 
in which the new charter has been adopted for any length of time has 
nothing but praise for the new system on account of the manner In which It 
expedites business, centers responsibility and safeguards the interests of 
all the people. 


-.- 
Throughout the campaign for and against the charter there has been 


ample proof of the superiority of this charter, and there are very few argu- 
ments that are worthy of consideration offered against it. The great 
obstacle to the adoption of the new charter is that it will not provide so 
many elective offices to he filled by the voters. 
Some opponents of the 


charter claim thai this will deprive some of our young men of an opportunity 
to rise. The common council has degraded more young men than it ever 
advanced to a higher position. It has induced some to adopt politics as a 
profession and to remain idle in the hope of getting a political job.. One of 
the worst things that a young man can get into his head is that the city 
owes him a living, and that lie is justified in remaining idle until he gets a 
political job. Many a young man has been ruined by this delusion.

He Voted against a bill to compel railroads to pro- 


vide one braUeruan for each ten cars instead of 
one for the last oar only. 


He voted against licensing barbers. 
He voted against milking 12 hours in 24 a day's 


work for firemen in cities of over 40,000 popu- 
lation when adopted by :i majority vole. 


He VOtetl aiiaillSt reducing the hours of lafcor of 


nurses and attendants in public ho.spitnls and 
asylums In 70 hours a week. 


He voted ayalnst a new Slate Sanitarium for tuber- 


cular patients. 


He voted against empowering and obliging assessors 


to lind more taxable personal property. 


He Voted against a bill providing that police officers 


shall hold oilici; during good behavior and be sub- 
ject to removal only for cause and after a proper 
hearing. 


He Voted against a bill to prevent overtime work by 


women and minors to make up for time lost 


_-tbrongh the stoppage of machinery. 
He voted against 12-ride tickets on the railroads 


in Boston and suburbs. 


He Voted against punishing members of combina- 


tions to raise the price of coal.
